Paris Takes Heat for Warming to Libya

PARIS — The French govern- 
ment was hit by a wave of criticism 
Wednesday because of its decision 
to normalize ties with the Libyan 
regime for its aid in freeing three 
hostages from Beirut.

N EW YORK — Last year | fulfilled 
a long-standing dream by quitting 
a job at The New York Times to take a 
Position at half the pav as a caseworker 
with New York City’s Child Welfare 
Administration. | had a calling: it was 
that sirople.

My friends thought 1 was naive or 
crazy. They warned me thai working

I would somehow 
overcome the obstacles. 

1 lasted two months, 

Training took up the first. It gave me 
an inkling of whai I was going to be 
dealing with. Paperwork ruled the of- 
fice; social work was secondary. I got 
more forms and documents on my first 
day than in seven years at The Times. 

My favorite was the “Transportation 
Delay Form.” That's the one you filled 
cut if you were late because of a sub- 
way or bus delay. You had to have the 
route number or letter, the serial num- 
ber of the bus or subway car you were 
on, your usual travel time and the exact 
time of day when the incident occurred 
— for starters. The completed form 
then went through channels, to be for- 
warded to the Transit Authority for 
verification. Eventually, if all parties 
agreed that, yes, there had been a delay, 
you would be excused for lateness and 
reimbursed for wages docked. 

That form was easy. The rest of our 
training period was taken up mastering 
more complicated ones. How to cope 
with our actual jobs came in on-the-job 
“training units” under the supervision 
of 1 caseworkers. 

Only it didn’t work that way. On my 
first case, I was sent out with another 
worker as green as I was. In fact, there 
were no experienced workers in our 
training unit; was brand new. 

Five of us had to share one telephone, 
and even that ane didn’t work until we 
bought a new cord for it ourselves. 
Someone had stolen the previous one. 

Cases would usually arrive in the 
morning. faxed from a central office 
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where child abuse complaints we 
phoned in. Then they would be shifts 
from desk to desk, getting “ariact 
ments" — more forms for the case worl 
er τὸ fill out They would eventual 
reach our supervisor. to sit for a fe 
more hours and a few more “atlacl 
ments.” Nothing was allowed to inte 
fere with the lunch break. In variot 
parts of the city. the children and εἰ 
sympathetic adults uving to help the 
were left τὸ furne, waiting for action. 

We. the caseworkers. would finally Ὁ 
out as the sun went down or after dar 
often into risky neighborhoods, often i 
pairs for safety. while our supervis:

Many cases involved Spanish-speal 
ing families who knew little English. 
you didn’t know Spanish — most of 1 
didn't — you were expected to mun fro: 
unit to unit until you found a casewor! 
er who did, and beg him or her to go wil 
you on his or her own time. If yc 
couldn't find someone. tough luck. 

One of my cases was a Dominica 
man with no English at all. He asked 
his case could be transferred to a Dc 
minican caseworker.
